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Flight’s final moments 


Pilots shared fear of 
flying in icy weather 
before plane crashed in 
Feb., recordings reveai

WASHINGTON Just seconds before the 
worst U.S. air crash in more than seven 
years, the pilot exclaimed “Jesus Christ” 
and moments later his first officer 
screamed as Flight 3407 plunged to the 
ground. 

A cockpit voice recorder transcript 
released Tuesday by the National 
Transportation Safety Board shows 
that only minutes before the Feb. 12 
crash on approach to Buffalo Niagara 
International Airport, Capt. Marvin 
Renslow and First Officer Rebecca Shaw 
chatted about her career and shared their 
fear of flying in icy weather. 

Moments later the Dash 8-Q400 
Bombardier, a twin-engine turboprop, 
experienced an aerodynamic stall and 
plunged into a house, killing all 49 people 
aboard and one man on the ground. 

The transcript was released as the 
safety board opened a three-day public 
hearing Tuesday into the accident. The 
board was expected to focus heavily on 
pilot training and fatigue. 

As the Dash- 8 approached Buffalo 
on a wintry night, Shaw and Renslow 
first remarked to each other— less than 
seven minutes before the crash— about 
how much ice had formed on their wings. 
At the time they were descending from 
6,000 to 4,000 feet. 

“It’s lots of ice,” Shaw said. 

“Oh yeah that’s the most I’ve seen, 
most ice I’ve seen on the leading edges 



in a long time, in awhile anyway I should 
say,” Renslow replied. 

Renslow then remarked that he’d flown 
about 625 hours in the region before he 
was hired for this job by Colgan Air. 

Shaw replied, “I really wouldn’t mind 
going through a winter in the Northeast 
before I have to upgrade to captain. ... 
I’ve never seen icing conditions. I’ve 
never deiced. I’ve never seen any I’ve 
never experienced any of that. I don’t 
want to have to experience that and 
make those kinds of calls. You know 
I’dve freaked out. I’dve have like seen this 
much ice and thought, ‘Oh my gosh, we 
were going to crash.’ ” 

“I would’ve been fine,” Renslow 
replied. “I would have survived it. There 
wasn’t, we never had to make decisions 
that I wouldn’t have been able to make 
but ... now I’m more comfortable.”

‘We're down’ 

The crew lowers the landing gear and adjusts the flaps, but 
at 10:16:26 p.m. there’s a sound similar to movement of the 
flap handle and First Officer Rebecca Shaw says, “Uhhh.” 

Less than a second later, there are sounds similar to the 
stick shaker— a warning transmitted through the control 
stick that the aircraft is nearing a stall. These last for 6.7 
seconds. Less than a second later, a horn sounds signal- 
ing the autopilot disconnecting and that horn continues 
until the end of the recording. 

Three seconds later, there’s a click followed by the 
sound of increased engine power. 

At 10:16:34.8, Captain Marvin Renslow says, “Jesus 
Christ.” 

Shaw says she put the flaps up and asks if she should 
put the landing gear up. Renslow replies: “Gear up, oh 
(expletive).” 

As noise in the cockpit increases, Renslow adds: “We’re 
down.” There’s a thump. Shaw: “We (sound of scream).” 
With that entry at 10:16:52, the transcript ends. 


Senators weigh tax hikes to pay for health care

WASHINGTON The Senate’s top tax writer said 
Tuesday he is considering limits on the tax-free 
status of job-based health insurance to help 
pay for President Obama’s plan to cover all 
Americans. 

Finance Committee Chairman Max Baucus 
(D-Mont.) described his idea as senators began 
to grapple with how to pay for the costs of the 
plan, which independent experts put at about 
$1.5 trillion over 10 years. There are no easy 


options. 

The final package is likely to include a mix 
of tax increases and spending cuts. Among the 
possibilities: tax hikes on alcoholic beverages 
and sugary soft drinks, and restrictions on other 
health care-related tax breaks, such as flexible 
spending accounts. 

But some taxes don’t seem to be on the table, 
such as a federal sales levy to pay for health care, 
or a new payroll tax. 

On the controversial question of taxing 


health benefits, Baucus is staking out a position 
that could put him at odds with Obama. 

The president adamantly opposed such 
taxes during the campaign, arguing they would 
undermine job-based coverage. Obama’s aides 
now say he’s open to considering suggestions 
from Congress. 

Many experts say that Congress won’t be able 
to come up with the kind of money needed to 
provide coverage for all unless limitations on 
the health care tax break are part of the mix.

5 men 

convicted of 
Sears Tower 
attack plot

MIAMI Five men were convicted Tuesday of plot- 
ting to join forces with A 1 Qaeda to destroy the 
Sears Tower and bomb FBI offices in hopes of 
igniting an anti-government insurrection. 

The jury in Miami acquitted another member of 
the so-called “Liberty City Six” in the sixth day of 
deliberations. Two previous trials ended in mistri- 
als when jurors could not agree on the men’s guilt 
or innocence. 

They were arrested in June 2006 on charges of 
plotting terrorism with an undercover FBI infor- 
mant they believed was from A 1 Qaeda. Defense 
attorneys said terrorist talk recorded on dozens of 
FBI audio and video tapes was not serious and the 
men wanted only money 

Ringleader Narseal 
Batiste, 35, was the only 
one convicted of all four 
terrorism-related con- 
spiracy counts, includ- 
ing plotting to provide 
material support to ter- 
rorists and conspiring 
to wage war against the 
U.S. Batiste, who was on 
the vast majority of FBI 
recordings, faces up to 70 years in prison. 

Batiste’s right-hand man, 29 -year-old Patrick 
Abraham, was convicted on three counts and faces 
50 years behind bars. Convicted on two counts and 
facing 30 years are 24-year-old Burson Augustin, 
25-year-old Rotschild Augustine and 33-year-old 
Stanley Grant Phanor. Naudimar Herrera, 25, was 
cleared of all four charges. 

U.S. District Judge Joan Lenard set sentencing 
for July 27 for the five convicted men, most of 
whom are Haitian or have Haitian ancestry They 
lived in Miami’s downtrodden inner-city neighbor- 
hood known as Liberty City 

A key piece of evidence is an FBI video of the 
entire group pledging an oath of allegiance, or 
“bayat,” to A 1 Qaeda and Osama bin Laden in a 
March 16, 2006, ceremony led by an FBI infor- 
mant posing as “Brother Mohammed” from A 1 
Qaeda. Testimony also showed the men took pho- 
tographs and video of possible targets in Miami, 
including the FBI building, a courthouse complex 
and a synagogue. 




SLAMMED BY 
STROGER

At a news conference with the aura of a campaign rally. Cook County 
Board President Todd Stroger on Tuesday defended his preservation 
of a controversial sales tax hike and accused would-be repealers of 
political grandstanding. 

During the half-hour session at Provident Hospital, one of the 
county’s three public hospitals, two ministers and a political orga- 
nizer flanked Stroger. They praised his leadership, while hospital 
employees cheered on Stroger and his backers. 

“You did a bold thing, and I’m here to tell you as a representative 
of the community (that) you did the right thing, at the right time, 
for the right reason, and we defend you,” said Mark Allen, apolitical 
organizer. 

Allen was talking about Stroger’s Monday veto of an ordinance that 
would have rolled back the penny-on-a-dollar sales tax hike approved 
last year. Commissioners last week voted 12-3 to repeal it. 

Asked if he had the four votes he needs to sustain his veto, Stroger 
said, “Tes, I do.” Tax hike opponents also remain doubtful they have 
enough votes to override Stroger’s veto, but plan to give it a shot 
next week. 

Stroger said new federal revenue makes it possible to responsibly 
lower the county sales tax rate to 1.5 percent, from 1.75 percent. But

eliminating a full percentage point would gut vital health care and 
criminal justice programs, he said. 

“I will not allow commissioners to grandstand for political advan- 
tage at the expense of the growing number of county residents who 
desperately need these services,” he said. “That’s why I vetoed the 
full rollback.” 

Stroger also dismissed criticism from commissioners, including 
Forrest Claypool (D-Chicago), who say the county could repeal 
the increase and not damage services by eliminating patronage and 
streamlining government. “It’s just politics,” Stroger said. 

Claypool, a potential primary challenger next year, said “Stroger 
is the one playing politics by creating a false choice, when the reality 
is he’s mismanaged government. ... If he’ll just do the right thing and 
bring the government into the 21st Century and dispense with the 
good-ol’-boy system of patronage hiring, we can protect both people 
who need health care and the taxpayers who pay for the system.” 

Stroger, who plans to run for re-election but has yet to formally 
announce, sounded like he was in campaign mode Tuesday 

“The truth sustains me, and the truth is what we have done these 
last two-and-a-half years,” Stroger said. “If you want to write about 
that, write about it. If you don’t, so be it. But I’ll be out in the streets 
talking about it.”

Video poker may 
be a good bet for 
school construction 


SPRINGFIELD Video poker emerged Tuesday as a poten- 
tial way to pay for long-stalled school construction as 
lawmakers struggle to pull together a major public 
works program before their scheduled May 31 adjourn- 
ment. 

The House Executive Committee voted 9-2 to advance 
a measure one lawmaker estimated could generate 
between $200 million and $300 million ayear through a 
25 percent tax on video poker games in bars, truck stops 
and fraternal and veterans clubs. 

The lion’s share would go to the school construction 
fund and the remaining money to local government. 

With only a few weeks left in the legislative session, 
lawmakers are scurrying to find ways to pay for a state- 
wide construction plan. 

Aides to Senate President John Cullerton and House 
Speaker Michael Madigan, both Chicago Democrats, 
said video poker is one possible funding source. Gov 
Quinn, who is pushing for a $26 billion construction pro- 
gram, had no comment on the video poker legislation, a 
spokeswoman said. 

Foes said Illinois has enough gambling.

American 
takes on 
British 
Pariiament 

□ LONDON It toolc a sassy American to 
force stuffy Britisli lawmalcers to come 
clean over their expenses. 

Heather Brooke, a 3 8 -year-old Pennsylvania- 
born reporter, has become the scourge of 
Parliament, forcing the publication of legisla- 
tors’ expenses claims following a five-year legal 
battle that has exposed Britain’s deep-rooted 
culture of official secrecy 
The expense bills reveal how lawmakers 
frittered away public money with claims for 
porn movies, chandeliers and housekeepers 
or repaired their tennis court, swimming pool 
or helicopter pad. 

One legislator even charged the public for 
sacks of horse manure. 

The revelations have ravaged the reputa- 
tion of Britain’s political class even as ordinary 
citizens worry about ballooning government 
spending, soaring unemployment and a pain- 
ful recession. 

But the scandal may never have been 
exposed if Brooke hadn’t targeted Parliament 
after moving from the U.S. in 1997 to study 
literature. 

She says she was shocked by British apathy 
toward abuses of power, and suspicious of a 
society that seemed to block the public’s right 
to know at every turn. 

“I think there’s a culture of deference here, 
where the public believe that people who are 
in power— the great and the good— still know 
what’s best for everyone,” Brooke told The 
Associated Press in an interview. 

“I come from an American tradition, that 
you should always be skeptical of government 
and have a right to know what’s been done 
with your money” 

Brooke was raised in Seattle by parents who 
had emigrated from Liverpool.

As new book hits shelves, Roger 
Clemens denies using steroids

Roger Clemens is done with the silent treat- 
ment. 

With many fans believing allegations that the 
seven-time Cy Young Award winner used per- 
formance-enhancing drugs, Clemens broke his 
silence Tuesday with a radio appearance. 

Clemens again denied that former personal 
trainer Brian McNamee injected him with per- 
formance-enhancing drugs in a phone interview 
on ESPN’s “Mike & Mike in the Morning.” 

“He’s never injected me with HGH or ste- 
roids,” Clemens said. 

Clemens said he chose to speak out Tuesday 
because it was the release date of a book about 
his alleged drug use. 

“It’s important for me to do that,” he said. “I’ve 
seen excerpts of the book, and they’re completely 
false. ... Ydu know, guys, it’s piling on. It’s hurtful 
at times. But I’m moving on.” 

Clemens appeared on CBS’ “6o Minutes” in 
January 2008, then held a news conference the 
next day But he had stayed quiet since testifying 
before Congress the following month. 

While ‘American Icon: The Fall of Roger 
Clemens and the Rise of Steroids in America’s 
Pastime” was officially released Tuesday, its rev- 
elations were not new to the public. Clemens 
is under investigation by a federal grand jury in 
Washington trying to determine whether he lied 
when he told a congressional committee he had 
not used illegal performance-enhancing drugs. 

Clemens said he had not been summoned to tes- 
tify before the grand jury 

Clemens’ appearance returns him to the spot- 
light as other stars had replaced him as the most 
visible reminders of baseball’s drug scandal. Alex 
Rodriguez admitted before the season he had 
used steroids, and Manny Ramirez was suspend- 
ed last week for violating MLB’s drug policy 

Clemens said he had not followed either situ- 
ation closely The Ramirez case proved “the 
testing program we have set up in Major League 
Baseball is great,” he said.

of Clemens and steroids, 
with a lot of sordid details 
alleging who did what to 
whom, who said what to 
whom, who shot what into 
whose behind, and whether 
it caused an abscess. 

The writers’ verdict: 
Clemens is a lout, and 
a steroids user, and a 
philanderer, though a very 
good pitcher indeed.

Week-old Pilsen spot Ristorante AlTeatro offers 
a full bill. There’s food, sure. But chef Maurizio 
Fonda’s Italian fare is 
just part of the show 
The other part, the 
lavish space in which 
it’s served, is a feast 
for the eyes. 

The grand, 200- 
seat restaurant occupies 
the ground floor of Thalia Hall, the four-story 
corner building that lords over the intersection 
of i8th and Allport Streets, The hall, named 
for the Greek muse of comedy and idyllic poetry, 
houses apartments on the upper levels, as well 
as retail spaces that are still undergoing renova- 
tions and an interior theater, the restaurant’s 
namesake, that’s next in line for restoration. 
Originally completed about the time of the 
World’s Columbian Exposition, the building 
earned city landmark designation nearly a cen- 
tury later, in 1989, But it was abandoned and 
in disrepair until late 2004, when restoration 
efforts began. 

Though the building is late 19th Century, 
the ornate interior has been transformed into 



something almost Baroque, The restaurant has 
a larger-than-life feel, with four airy rooms 
spread out over two floors. There’s hardly an 
inch that’s not gilded, covered in some sort of 
polished stone or painted with trompe I’oeil 
curtains and arches. With its beautiffiUy restored 
tin ceiling, fleur-de-lis patterned upholstery and 
other generally over- the- top embellishments 
(did we mention the downstairs waterfall?), 
there’s nowhere quite like it in the city 

Tucked away in the back of the ground-level 
dining room are two wood-fired pizza ovens 
where pizzaiolos toil under the watchful eye of 
a larger-than-life mural of Thalia herself In any 
other restaurant, the brick ovens would be a focal 
point. Here, they’re just another piece of eye 
candy vying for your attention. But to overlook 
them would be a mistake. 

Servers ferry the pizzas ($ii,95-$i4,95) from 
oven to table in seconds so they arrive still 
steaming, flame-kissed around the edges with 
a chewy crust and slightly wet center. As if 
taking a cue from the decor, the pizza menu 
covers a lot of ground, listing 20 options, from 
the house specialty pizza al galletto (roasted 
dark-meat chicken, sun-dried tomatoes, house- 
made pesto, goat cheese and mozzarella) to clas- 
sics such as margherita, quattro fromaggi and 
pepperoni. 

House-made pastas are a solid bet too, with 


options such as gnocchi al fromaggi ($13,95), 
soft, chewy pasta pillows in a rich five-cheese 
sauce, and rustic, mushroom-fLQed torteJloni aIJa 
boscaioJa ($14,95), 

Starting with our antipasto order— too-briny 
Mediterranean mussels in a savory white wine, 
herb and tomato broth— almost everything 
more nuanced than pizza or pasta went astray 
Veal scaloppine ($21,95) was so overpowered 
by tart lemon juice that we could manage only 
a couple of bites before puckering up— and 
eventually giving up, Grig/iata di calamari al 
limon ($14,95) suffered the opposite fate, though 
not to the same extreme. The grilled calamari 
had a divine smoky char but lacked the bright 
citrus notes needed for balance, 

Ristorante AlTeatro owner Dominick Geraci 
also owns Caffe Gelato (2034 W Division St,) 
in Wicker Park, and the artisan gelati ($3,99 to 
go, $5.95 dine-in), available in two dozen flavors, 
is every bit as rich and silky as you’d expect. 
Other desserts, including wonderful house-made, 
chocolate-dipped cannoli ($7.95), are just as good. 
Most are available for carryout from the front 
gelato bar— which is perhaps your best option 
while Ristorante Al Teatro takes a little more 
time to rehearse its main act,

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The buzz: No, not Futureheads or Bloc Party or Arctic Monkeys or Kaiser Chiefs or Dirty Pretty 
Things. English quintet Maximo Park may not be the most-talked-about band among their 
contemporaries, but they’ve been nominated for the Mercury Prize and delivered two smart, 
solid albums (“A Certain Trigger,” “Our Earthly Pleasures”) of well-crafted, sometimes danceable 
indie rock. 

The verdict: This isn’t more of the same as much as it is a band perfecting a formula. Tapping 
into the tension of relationships about to end and memories hanging on by a thread (for better 
or worse), singer Paul Smith crafts elliptical lyrics both direct and cryptic. These are consistently 
vulnerable characters with consistently interesting stories, amplified by music-informed by ’80s 
pop and 21st century Brit-rock-that appeals to both the toes and the hips. The band understands 
that people dance not just to bring on the fun but to shake off the sorrow, captured perfectly in 
the poetic “Calm,” in which Smith sings, “She said to think of her when I’m alone/but I’m never 
alone when I want to be” just before keyboardist Lukas Wooller anchors an absolutely cathartic 
dance break. Though a touch more dynamic variety wouldn’t hurt, “Quicken the Heart” is a killer 
trip to emotional purgatory, and an album likely to make you equally reflect and cut loose-with a 
resolute determination not to let the past win. 

Did you know? The band is sporadically sexy on their own (such as on “Let’s Get Clinical”), 
but they also tackled someone else’s get-the-ladies-started ode for Radio One’s 40th birthday

On a diet? Hold the mayo, cheese, oil, pickles ...

Another day, another sandwich— turkey, of 
course, because you’re watching your figure, 
“Mayo, mustard, hot peppers?” the Potbelly 
employee asks, as usual, Ybu, as usual, think 
that sounds just delicious. 

Faster than you can say “extra pickles,” your 
benign turkey sandwich has added another 


inch to your belly and another dimple to your 
thighs. 

With all the fixings— provolone cheese, 
mayo, mustard, hot peppers, lettuce, onion, 
tomato, pickles, oil and Italian seasoning— a 
turkey sandwich swells to 650 calories, 30 grams 
of fat and 2,406 milligrams of sodium, according 
to the nutrition calculator on the Potbelly Web 
site. For a person on a 2,000-calorie diet, that’s 


almost half your daily recommended fat intake 
(65 grams) and more than your recommended 
sodium intake (2,400 milligrams). 

To compare, a McDonald’s Quarter Pounder 
with Cheese with ketchup, mustard, pickles and 
onions has 530 calories, 26 grams of fat and 1,190 
milligrams of sodium (but more saturated and 
trans fats than the turkey sandwich), according 
to McDonald’s site. 

While many restaurants offer healthy 
sandwich options and detailed nutritional 
information, customers don’t always realize that 
a few extra toppings can go a long way toward 
a bigger pants size, It’s no surprise that cheese 
and its evil accomplice, mayonnaise, send the 
calorie and fat levels on an otherwise healthy 
sandwich soaring, but the message bears 
repeating as Americans increasingly outsource 
their sandwich-making to restaurants, where 
they have less control over ingredients and

The Two Bagger 

The Two Bagger at Wrigleyville’s Lucky’s, with all the fixings, starts with 2 ounces of corned 
beef and 2 ounces of pastrami tossed on a flat grill, with a slice of provolone melted on top. A 
fried egg, a few strips of bacon and grilled onions are added to the heap, along with the signature 
toppings: a handful of coleslaw and french fries. (Health buffs, note: It also gets two slices of 
tomato.) 

Lucky’s has a challenge for customers with arteries of steel: Eat three sandwiches in an hour, 
and you get a framed photo of yourself on the wall and a T-shirt. Some 400 people have tried 
the challenge, but just 26 have succeeded, co-owner Joe DeRosa said. “Most people get pale and 
sweaty around the middle of the third,’’ DeRosa said. “That’s when most people quit.’’ 


under 425 calories and only 6 grams of fat,” said 
RickTrebilcock, Potbelly’s senior vice president 
of marketing. ‘All of our sandwiches and salads 
are made to order so our customer has total 
control over nutrition.” 

Jamie Lyles, 30, of Streeterville, thought 
she was making a healthy choice when she 
ordered the vegetable panini at Camille’s, a 
downtown cafe, but discovered, after checking 
the nutritional information online, that even 
fresh veggies can’t mitigate the 570 calories and 
18 grams of fat that come with gobs of melted 
cheese. 

Not to be fooled twice, Lyles on a recent 
afternoon was lunching on a Subway $5 
footlong— half of which she planned to save for 
later— with turkey, ham and lots of veggies, but 
no cheese or mayo. The nutritional toll on the 
sandwich half was 350 calories and 5 grams of 
fat, said Lyles, who already had checked online. 

Certain sandwiches can be deceiving, 
particularly tuna salad, which has generous mayo. 
A 6 -inch tuna salad sub from Subway clocks in 
at 540 calories and 30 grams of fat. Splurge on a 
large tuna melt from Quiznos, and you consume 
1,760 calories and 133 grams of fat. 

Cold cuts also can be fat traps. Jennifer 
Vimbor, a registered dietician who runs 
Nutritional Counseling Services downtown, 
said people should stay away from meats with 
white marbling, such as salami, because all 
the white is fat. And be wary of honey-glazed 
meats, whose sugar adds empty calories, and of 
smoked and cured meats, which add sodium, 
she said. 

Most people are under no illusion that the 
sandwiches they’re eating are healthy 

“I don’t think it’s much less than a hamburger,” 
said Hugh Whitmore, 26, of Lakeview, as he 
polished off a Jimmy John’s Italian sub with 
salami, capicola, provolone cheese, lettuce, 
tomato, onions, Italian vinaigrette and hot 
peppers (589 calories, 25 grams of fat and 1,965 
milligrams of sodium, according to the Jimmy 
John’s Web site). Whitmore, who estimates 
he eats a store-bought sandwich three times a 
week, said he compensates by nixing the chips 


million sandwiches, NPD said. 

The problem begins with the bread, which 
at restaurants and in supermarkets typically 
is larger than the 60- to 90-calorie-per-slice 
serving size nutritionists recommend, said 
Bindi Dessai Lessing, a registered dietitian and 
nutrition consultant based in the South Loop. 
When the bread is bigger, you need more 
condiments and toppings to cover it, and it all 
adds up, she said. 

“You have to really watch people when they 
make your sandwiches,” Lessing said. “You need 
to tell them you want one slice of cheese and 


three ounces of meat, which is about the size of 
a deck of cards.” Compensate for the slimmer 
sandwich by loading up on dark-colored veggies 
such as spinach, green peppers and cucumbers, 
Lessing said. But beware overdoing other salty 
culprits. Ketchup, mustard, pickles, pickled 
peppers and relish have loads of sodium, and 
giardiniera peppers swim in oil, Lessing said. 
Discipline can be difficult when restaurants 
come out with ever-bigger sandwiches. Quizno’s 
in March introduced $4 Toasty Torpedos, 
which are more than a foot long. Potbelly on 
April 20 launched its new “Bigs,” which are 30 


percent larger than the originals (as a big, the 
aforementioned fully loaded turkey sandwich 
would have 914 calories, 45 grams of fat and 
3,302 milligrams of sodium). 

But most shops also offer healthy options, 
such as Potbelly’s “Skinnys,” introduced in 
January, which have 25 percent less fat than the 
original sandwiches by using less bread, cheese 
and meat. 

“Skip the cheese, mayo, oil and hot peppers 
on our TKY {turkey] Skinny on multi-grain 
wheat, get a bag of baked Lay’s and a Diet Coke 
or bottled water and you have a great lunch for 


and soda. 

As he stood in line at Perry’s, a downtown 
sandwich institution, Ernest Morris of Bellwood 
planned on ordering the Mad Moscow— corned 
beef, pastrami and a choice of mayo, mustard or 
Russian dressing. 

“It’s {healthier} than fast food,” said Morris, 
40, before quickly conceding that that’s simply 
untrue. 

“I like to trick myself into thinking that,” he 
said, laughing. “I have to eat something, but the 
healthy stuff is terrible.”

To the uninitiated, such wine speak may seem 
amusing and oftentimes baffling, but in order to explain what Fm expe- 
riencing when it comes to the look, smell, taste and structure of wine, 
a sort of flowery language is needed. If I were to describe the wine as 
simply good, the other person might not get a complete sense of what 
the wine is about. 

Like great food, art or music, wine has many nuances and a language 
of its own.

Hot-A wine that shows 
excessive alcohol and leaves 
a burning sensation in the 
nose, mouth and chest. 

Legs-The droplets of liquid 
that run down the inside of 
a wine glass after it has been 
swirled. The more legs you see, 
the greater alcohol content in 
the wine. 

Nose-Another term that refers to how 
the wine smelis. 

Nutty-Refers to a wine that tastes like 
hazelnuts, almonds or walnuts. An indicator 
of increased age and that the wine has been 
aged in oak barrels. 

Rustic-A word to describe a wine that is 
simple, straightforward and not very complex. 

Spicy-Refers to a wine that tastes of spices 
such as black pepper, cinnamon, cloves and 
nuts. 

Structure-Used to describe how 
the wine feels in the mouth.
